MORE POSTOFFICE ROOM IS NEEDED. 


Postmaster Sexton’s Views on the Needs of 
the Office, 

Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s sugges- 
tion that one of the World’s Fair buildings 
might de used for a central postoffice after 
the close of the Exposition in 1893 does not 
meet with the approbation of Postmaster Sex- 
ton. 

The Postmaster-General’s suggestion for 
the relief of the office are in line with my sug- 
gestions,” said Postmaster Sexton, and I 
hope that Congres’ will act immediately. The 
actual situation is that we must have more 
room. I have sent plans of an annex and 
have told the department that we must have 
it or the second floor of the Pestoffice. One 
of the two things we must have. There is not 
room enough for one force now and we are in- 
creasing the number of men all the time. It 
will be absolutely impossible for any man to 
do the work next year if more room is not 
provided at once. I pity my successor if 
something is not done. I think that the city 
ought to have several distributing stations in 
the several divisions of the city. That would 
relieve the down-town office, and, with the an- 
nex, we will he able to get along until the new 
building 1s erected. 

„My idea is that the Postoffice should be on 
the Lake-Front, and now that the Supreme 
Court has decided the question I see no further 
objection which can be urged.” 

„My idea of properly managing this post- 
office is to get from it the best possible serv- 
ice for the general public regardless entirely 
of expense. In that connection, therefore, I 
would say that the question of high or low 
rent ought to have little consideration 1n-se- 
lecting the location of the postoffice. The se- 
leétion of -a site for it should have one object. 
It should be the best possible location to en- 
able the pustoffice to give good service. There 
is no reason why a letter mailed in the busi- 
uess part of the city should not be delivered 
in the suburbs a couple of hours later. That 


‘ean be effected by having the requisite num- 


ber of letter-carriers and other facilities for 
the speedy collection and delivery of mail. I 
have always found that an increase in the car- 
rier service has always paid for itself iu the 
increase of business following the better serv- 
ice.

OPERATORS WALKOUT 


PHERS LEAVE THEIR KEYS. 


The Strikers Claim 550 Men Quit. Work 
While General Manager St. John Places 
the Number at 50—It Is Hinted That 
Other Railroad Organizations May Take 


the Country—Bogus Message Declaring 
the Strike Off Sent Out. 

The threatened strike of the telegraph oper- 
ators on the Rock Island railroad became. a 
reality yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. 
Chief Ramsey of the Order of Railroad Teleg- 
raphers ordered the walk-out. He says that 


keys, while General Manager St. John of the 
Rock Island declares only fifty men quit the 
company’s service. He expresses the opinion 
that the strike will be of short duration and 
that the railroad will be .victorious. At the 
Palmer House, where strike headquarters 
have been opened, Chief Ramsey made claims 
and predictions exactly the reverse of those of 
Mr. St. John. 

The greatest point of interest is the possi- 
bility ot the operators being joined by the 
members of the other railroad labor organiza- 
tions of the Rock Island com- 
pany. Early in the mornmg Mr. Ram- 
sey and several of his colleagues paid 
a vigit to ‘the switchmen’s headquarters. 
While no details as to the result of the con- 
ference were made public it is intimated that 
the meeting was one of the friendliest kind 
and that the switchmen are not averse to help- 
ing their brother laborers. Mr. Ramsey had 
also several telegraphic communications from 
the chiefs of the various railroad orders. It 
is believed that the chiefs will pay a visit to 
Mr. Ramsey within the next two or three days. 

Chief Ramsey was busy all day receiving 
telegrams and holding consultations. Last 
night he said: 

The outlook is very favorable. There are 
550 men Kut. We are prepared to stand a 
long, stiff fight. The company may say what 
it pleases. The public will know in a day or 
two whether the lines will not be injured 
by 550 experienced men leaving it 
in a body. Their places will not be filled by 
competent men, for such cannot be found to 
take the places of striking O. R. T. members. 
Between here and Rock Island there are dou- 
ble tracks. The absence of good telegra- 
phers there will not beso noticeable. The 
company will allow its yards to fill ex- 
pecting to make a break in our ranks before 
they are filled. They are deceiving them- 
selves. Read these dispatches: 


Sure They Will Win. 


One dated Wichita read. Kansas boys all 
out to the man and are with youto the end. 
Stand firm. Road tied up here.” Another 
dated Kansas City said: Everybody out in 
Kansas and Kansas City, including dispatchers 
at Harrington and Horton. No wires east of 
Kansas City.”’ 

„% We are all right and will win this strike, 
continued Chief Ramsey. “I hope the Rio 
Grande will not be drawn into it.” 

Is it true that you have called a meeting 
of the chiefs of all the railroad employés’ 
brotherhoods looking to a general strike unless 
your demands are granted?”’ 

“TI can say nothing on that subject at pres- 
ent. 

“Railway officials say the service of the 
road is not crippled by the strike. 

Chief Ramsey replied: ‘*‘ You go to Room 
No. 85 Grand Union Hotel and see if it would 
be hard for you to get work as an operator.”’ 

The reporter called at the address given and 
asked for work as a telegrapher, making the 


end of a tough winter. He had no trouble in 
hiring himself out. He is to go to Davenport 
tomorrow and get $60 a month for taking the 
place of a striker on the Rock Island road. 

“How many men are on strike?“ 
asked the employing agent. 

“About 230. You will probably be sent 
further west from Davenport. 

General Manager St. John of the Rock 
Isiand said: 

** We have 575 operators and there are but 
fifty of them on strike. Of these from the 
Illinois division, where eighty men are em- 
ployed, but nine are out, together with ten 
from the lowa division where 120 are em- 
ployed, eleven from the Des Moines Valley di- 
vision where eighty are employed, and 
nineteen from the Southwest division 
where 100 are employed. The train 
service is not in any way crip- 
pled by the strike. Trains are 
running on time and we are not hindered in 
any way. The men who quit had been work- 
ing at small stations, where they did the duty 
of station agent as well as operators. The

commercial lines mainfy, the benefit of which 
went mainly to the Western Union Telegraph 
company. In fact we could dispense with 
one-third of those operators without feeling 
their loss. 

It is said the Western Union has offered 
to furnish you 100 operators. Is that true? 


Filling the Strikers’ Places. 


“We have not, neither will we have, any 
trouble in keeping the places of the strikers 
filled. Nota man quit work on the Burling- 
ton, Cedar Rapids and Northern line. On the 
contrary I have dispatches from them that 
they can send men to take the places of the 
strikers,”’ 

It is said your trainmen may go out with 
the telegraphers.“ 

That is not-correct. Their pay has been 
advanced lately and they are well contented. 
This strike will last but a briet time. It will 
see its best days today and tomorrow.“ 


Bogus Dispatch Sent Out. 

A sensation was created at night at strikers’ 
headquarters by the receipt of the following 
dispatch from Vinton, Ia.: 

L. M. Coons, Chairman O. R. T., Palmer House: 
A bulletin was sent out this evening bearing your 
signature declaring the strike off at 5 p. m. today, 
purporting to have been received by the day op- 
erator at Althmont from either the Union depot 
or the Western Union office at St. Joe. We ac- 
cepted your last as the situation, and the faithful 
will stand by it until further advices are re- 
ceived. 

To counteract the effect of this bogus dis- 
patch the following bulletin was at once sent: 

To All Operators and Dispatchers: We hereby 
denounce any bulletin you may have received de- 
claring the strike off as absolutely false and un- 
autborized by us. The strike is still on, and if 
you only remain firm we willsoon be joined by 
otber organizations whose members will refuse to 
work with scabs.”

Chief Ramsey at 11 o’clock said: 

The western erd of the road is absolutely 
tied up. Weare receiving dispatches to that 
effect every hour. Why are they advertising 
for operators and giving them higher, wages 
than we ever demanded?” 

General Manager St. John at midnight said: 
“The road is working, but slightly disturbed 
by the strike. Between Chicago and Bureau, 
126 miles, but four operators struck and their 
places were at once filled.

Sharp Talk Between an Attorney and Jus- 
tice Over the Question. 

The question of a Jusvice’s right to demand 
a bond in granting a continuance in a case 
where the charge is a violation of a city ordi- 
nance caused a commotion in Judge Windes’ 
court yesterday, and there was some sharp 
talk between Justice Foster and Attorney 
Donahoe. Judge Windes was hearing argu- 
ments on a petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus in favor of John Powers, the boy arrested 
Monday, together with several others, and 
booked for disorderly conduct. The cases 
were called before Justice Foster and a con- 
tinuance was granted. Justice Foster de- 
manded a bond for the appearance of Powers 
for trial. The attorneys for the boy refused 
on the ground that a Justice of the Peace had 
no power under the statute to exact a bond on 
granting a continuance in a case where the 
charge is a violation of a city ordinance. The 
boy was remanded to jail and a petition for a 
writ filed. 

When the case was called the attorney read 
adecision from the Supreme Court to the 
effect that an action for a violation of a city 
ordinance was an action for debt and that a 
Justice of the peace had noright to exact a 
bond. In the face of this decision the attor- 
ney said the Justices in this city were daily ex- 
acting bonds in kindred cases simply for the 
purpose of getting $1 from the unfortunates 
who came before them. 

During the proceedings Justice Foster came 
into court and asked the Judge if the question 
of a Justice’s right to demand a bond was at 
issue. On being told it was the Justice said: 

Tour Honor, if we have no right to take a 
bond in those cases pray tell me what is the 
use of arresting criminals at all?“ 

„Simply for the purpose of enriching Jus- 
tices,”’ retorted Attorney Donahoe. 

„Nu have no right to say that. replied the 
Justice warmly. ‘I turn the money into the 
County Clerk’s office.” 

“T repeat what I said, notwithstanding the 
clerk’s office,”’ was the retort. 

The intervention of the court prevented 
further demonstration. Judge Windes stated 
that he would decide the case Monday.

Resolved, That a committee of three officers be 
appointed by the President, to be known as the 
Committee on World's Fair Encampment of tne 
National Guard, who shall have full power to in- 
vestigate, and, if possible, obtain, suitable 
grounds for such encampment, but without au- 
thority to bind this association or its members by 
any contract or make them in any way liable 
financially in the promises. 

Maj. Taylor E. Brown, First Infantry, read 
the first paper at the afternoon session, en- 
titled ** Suggestions for Desirable Changes in 
the Military Code.” In his paper Maj. 
Brown advocated the compiete redrafting of 
the present code. He wished to add engineer, 
signal, hospital, and other staff corps to the 
present organization. He wasof the opinion 
that the laws should be amended so as to pro- 
vide for the purchase of armories by the 
counties in which the troops are stationed. In 
one instance, however, he called down the wrdth 
of the Adjutant of his own regiment. In 
Dlinois that officer has the rank of Captain, 
but Maj. Brown suggested that it be made 
First-Lieutenant, to correspond with that of 
the army. This hardiy suited Capt. De 
Remer, who demurred loudly against any 
such proposed change during the discussion 
that followed. The Captain was further of the 
opinion that regimental Adjutantse be paid 
at least $300 for their services. 


Addresses and Papers. 

When Col. Clendenin read his annuul ad- 
dress he called the attention of the officers to 
the fact that the National Guard of the State 
had been mobilized for the first time during 
the dedication ceremonies of October, and 
predicted that they would be together again 
during the Exposition. He advised the Legis- 
lative committee to call on the Assembly for 
an encampment to cover ten days each year 
instead of seven. , 

At the evening session the time was occu- 
pied by Capt. Blanchard, who presented a pa- 
per treating of “Company Administration,” 
and Col. William S. Brackett, who discussed 
“The Rising Menace Against the Peace of 
American Society. He said: 

There is an irrepressible conflict between labor 
and capital, and that couflict is at hand, right 
here and now, at this very day and hour. 

It is the great political question of the imme- 
diate future. Read the signs of it in the railroad 
kiots of 1873, extending all over this country, 
when every wheel stopped. You shall witness 
like scenes again, % soon as hard times prevail 
once more in these United States. Look at the 
mob violence in our own State at East St. Louis 
in 1886, when the Deputy Sheriffs were slaugh- 
tered and chaos ruled. until order was restored 
by thirteen companies of the Illinois National 
Guard. who held the town for tive weeks under 
martial law. 

Read it in the recent ominous tragedy at Home- 
stead, when the entire National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania, 8,000 men, was necessary to restore pub- 
lic order and prevent the fires of insurrection 
from spreading through the land. 

Differences between labor and capital can only 
be peaceably settled by legally established arbi- 
tration between the two opposing forces. Capital 
must sooner or later submit to the doctrine now 
seizing hold of every civilized community 
in the world, that labor is justly entitled 
to some proportion of the net profits 
which have been produced by the joint 
operation of capital and those who toil. The 
strong hand of labor, with its declaration of Ce- 
manded reforms, is knocking loud upon the 
bronze doors of the Nation’s Capitol—louder than 
the Thane of Fife thundered at the gates of Mac- 
beth’s castle. Will the groomsmen within bear 
that loud alarm? or are they sunken in the sleep 
of indifference? Will they arise and open the 
gates in time? or will they fall like the sleeping 
warders of the King—victims in a tragedy so vast 
that it may encompass the destruction of the re- 


public? 
Militia Must Be Ready. 

Our American civilisation, the hope of the 
world, demands that the momentous questions 
now arising be settled in peace and by the meth- 
ods of peace. But in the settlement of such burn- 
ing questions, riot and insurrection will surely 
break forth unless the State commands the 
peace with the strong arm of its military power ; 
and this power, to be effective, must be so well 
organized that it is always ready at hand, in- 
stantly available to act with crushing force. 

I have little patience with those who advocate 
a general enrollment of all citizens in the militia 
—something like the ancient system now happily 
pissed away. No matter how intelligent or how 
courageous the untrained masses of our citizens 
are they never can be soldiers, they never can be 
in the least useful as volunteers for field service 
in sudden emergencies without effective organi- 
zation, discipline, drill, scientific rifle practice, 
and that active military training which forta- 
nately now prevails in the modern volunteer mili- 
tia. 

In the railroad riots of 1877 there was no ade 
quate or well organized force of State militia in 
Pennsylvania to quell them, and after the de- 
struction of a vast amount of property and many 
lives, some regiments of the regular army had to 
be called to the scene. The National Guard of 
Pennsylvania today is an entirely different force 
so far as military efficiency and discipline are 
concerned. It is safe to say if they had been in 
existence in 1877 there would have been the be- 
ginnings of a riot, perhaps, in Pittsburg, but that 
is all. The insurrection would have been eup- 
pressed, and suppressed with plenty of reserved 
power left in the force that put it down. 

After the adjournment last night the officers 
attended a reception at the armory of the Sec- 
ond Infantry. 

The session this morning will be devoted to 
routine business, election of officers for the 
ensuing year, and appointment of standing 
committees. In the afternvon three papers 
will be read-.

Yesterday afternoon Officers Little and Dean 
of the society swore out nine warrants for the 
arrest of Frederick L. Threedy, manager of 
the North Side roads, and nine warrants for 
the arrest of Almon Scannell, foreman of the 
Lake View. barns, where the disabled and 
crippled animals are kept. The complaints 
allege that Threedy and Scannell have caused 
to be worked on the street-cars running on 
Lawrence avenue disabled horses, and the 
warrants will be served on the men this morn- 
ing. 

Officer Little, who has been in the employ 
of the Humane Society, said yesterday: 

„ have never in all my experience seen 
such cruelty to animals as has been practiced 
by the street railway company on the North 
Side. Many of the horses now being worked 
on Lawrence avenue are totally unfit to do 
any work whatever. Some of the horses 
hobble along on three legs. They are poor, 
old, crippled, and blind. It is an outrage 
that such animals should be worked, and we 
will make a determined effort to stop it. 


NO MORE SUNDAY MILK DELIVERY. 


Branch No. 2 of the Dealers’: Association 
Will Quit for Three Months. 

People who live west of the river and north 
of Kinzie street, on and after Christmas 
day, will have to buy Saturday what 
milk they need for Sunday consump- 
tion, for branch No. 2 of the Chicago 
Milk Dealers’ Association has decided 
to quit Sunday delivery until the first week in 
April. If the experiment is a success, that is 
if the customers do not protest too vigorously, 
Branches 1 and 3. serving the other parts of the 
city, will do likewise. Two deliveries will be 
made Saturday as at present. The branch 
has ninety-two members, who use 560 wagons 
supplying milk to 180,000 persons.

BUILDING SOCIETY CLUB’S BANQUET. 


Secretaries of Loan Associations Indulge 
in a Feast and Discuss Business. 

Building and loan association legislation and 
kindred questions were discussed by the 
Building Society Secretaries’ club at its third 
annual banquet held at the Iroquois club last 
night. Forty associations were represented. 
Edward T. Noonan made the opening ad- 
dress. The report of the State Auditor on 
building associations was read by B. G. Vasen 
of Quincy. The report showed that the num- 
ber of associations in the State was 517; the 
number of associations in Cook County, 281; 
the assets of associations in the State are 
$54,830,434; the assets of associations in Cook 
County are $35,337,936; the assets of assoqgia- 
tions outside Cook County $19,492,497. 

Ap address on the financial importance of 
building associations was made by William 
H. Park, editor of the Batkers’ „Monthly. 
The proposed legislation for building associa- 
tions at the coming session of the Legislature 
was discussed by George F. Penfield, Rock- 
ford, President of the State League. The 
sentimental features of building associations 
was the subject of a talk bythe Rev. Alfred 
H. Henry. Local building associations vs. 
national building associations were discussed 
by Julius Stern. 

The inefficiency of the present act provid- 
ing for State supervision was spoken of by 
William M. Robertson, Bank Examiner for 
Illinois. Mr. Robertson said that the minute 
the associations did business on any other 
than a mutual basis they come into conflict 
with the savings bank. If loan associations 
not on the mutual basis were let go free of 
taxes savings banks might ask the same. 
There was no friction between a building as- 
sociation conducted on a proper basis and the 
savings banks. The banks were better off for 
State inspection, and reasoning from the same

Barracks—Much Comment on the Ab- 
sence of Charity Bequests in Gould's will 
and Opinions as to the Carrying Out of 
His Wishes—Trains Telescope in a Fog iu 
Jersey City and Several Persons Are 
Hurt, Two Seriously. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[ Special. Miss Emma 
van Norden, the eldest daughter of Warren 
van Norden, President of the Bank of North 
America, who is well known in society, has 
joined the Salvation Army, and 1s a full- 
fledged uniformed soldier. Miss Van 
Norden, who is not long out of her 
teens, is 1 gentle, good look ing 
young woman and exceedingly accomplished. 
She had long been a member of Dr. Kitt- 
redge’s church, of which her father is a prom- 
ment member and Superintendent of the Sun- 
day-school. Nine months ago she met some 
members of the Salvation Army, and becom- 
ing interested in the work of the organization 
associated herself with it as an auxiliary mem- 
ber and was thus able to still retain her 
membership in Dr. Kittredge’s church. 

Two months agoshe decided to apply for 

full membership in the army. Such an en- 
thusiastic worker and one of such excellent 
wealthy connections was of course gladly wel- 
comed to the ranks after she had withdrawn 
entirely from Dr. Kittredge’s church and re- 
nounced all connection with it. Her friends 
had not approved of her views for some 
months and were greatly mortified when she 
announced her inteation of joining the 
army, but Miss Van Norden is said to be a 
very determined young woman who will not 
be swerved from her purpose when she be- 
lieves she is pursuing a proper course and 
makes up her mind to take a certain step.

COMMENT ON JAY GOULD’S WILL, 


Many Persons Expected to Find Charitable 

Bequests—Morosini’s Opinion, 
New Tonx, Dec. 8—[Special.J—In Wall 
street today the terms of the late Jay Gould’s 
will were discussed by everybody, from 
millionaires to office boys. The fact that not 
a single public or charitable bequest was made 
was generally commented on. The will may 
be filed for probate with the surrogate of 
Westchester County at White Plains instead 
of in New York. The object of this move, it 
is said, is to place the fees on the inheritance 
tax of about $150,000 in the hands of the 
County Treasurer of Westchester instead of 
Controller Myers. 

County Treasurer Bleckstein of Westchester 
is a personal friend of the Gould family, and 
as the office fees amount to about $25,000 it 
will be quite a fortunate circumstance for 
him. The will must be probated in the county 
in which Jay Gould resided. He had a man- 
sion at Irvingtom and another on Fifth avenue 
in this city, so that it s at the option of the 
executors and the family lawyer at which 


‘| place the will shall be offered for probate. At 


the office of ex-Judge Dillon it was said today 
that the will was not yet 3 for probate 
and may not be for some days. E. A. Pear- 
sall, one of ex- Judge Dillon’s partuers, said 
that there are many incidental matters to be 
fixed up before things are in shape to have 
the will sent to the Surrogate. 

George Gould told a reporter today that 
Treasurer Bleckstein and Jay Gould were 
friends, but refused to discuss the probability 
at the will Being probated in Westchester 
County in order that the fee on the inherit- 
ance tax would fall to Treasurer Bleckstein. 
He said that the whole matter was in the hands 
of Judge Dillon. 

The Mail and HXapress claims to have in- 
side information on the amount of the Gould 
estate. This paper says: 

It will not vary more than two or three mill- 
ions either way from $65,000,000, The margin of 
difference must be allowed for the fluctuations, 
even slight, in the securities which Mr. Gould 
held in such vast amounts. His closest friends 
were occasionally not made aware of some big 
transaction which Mr. Gould carried through on 
his own account until long after, and for in- 
creases or decreases due to such operations on his 
part the margin of difference is allowed. Said one 
authority, who agreed with the others in the és- 
timate of $65,000,000: “Mr. Gould carried on 
large deals in London as well as on Wall street. 
He would buy, perhaps, more than $1,000,000 of 
some bonds or stocks, sometimes for investment 
and again on speculation, and no one but his En- 

lish agent would know that the purchase had 

o made. He would sell ih equally large 

amounts and the result of such dealings of 
course greatly affected his total wealth.“ 

The lack of charitable bequests did not 
surprise Wall street, but there is no déarth of 
comment on the matrimonial board into 
which four of the children have been consti- 
tuted with the two Mrs. Gouids as ex-officio 
advisory members. Bets were offered that 
if the other members of the house- 
hold attempted to act as a com- 
mittee of the whole when an engage- 
ment was announced, that in some shape the 
intervention of lawyers would be necessary, 
and all the ibilities of this selection of 
bride and bridegroom by arbitration were dis. 
cussed. As it stands now ‘an obstinate love 
match without consent may cost Howard or 
Frank or Helen or Anna a round sum of near- 
ly $5,000,000 and put this amount into the 
other five pockets of the present sextet. 

It is still believed that Mr. Gould drew up 
his will with his own hand. This supposition 
seems worthy of credence in view of the re- 
fusal of ex-Judge Dillon to ee any informa- 
tion upon the subject. Mr. Gould’s technical 
knowledge of law is known to have been ufiu- 
sual fora layman. Considerable surprise was 
occasioned by the small legacy of $25,000 each 
which the millionaire left to his three sisters 
and brother. re was at onetime a general 
impression that Mr. Gould gave little heed to 
the welfare of members of his family other 
than his children. 

G. P. Morosini, who was one of Mr. Gould's 
most trusted lieutenants, asserts positively that 
sach an idea was utte without foundation. 
„On the contrary, said Mr. Morosini, Mr. 
Gould was considerate to his relatives. To 
his sisters he paid a quarterly pension, and 
has done so for years. Mr. Gould’s sister and 
brother seldom visited him hence, prob- 
ably, the rumor that they were not on gocd 
terms, Abrahatn Gould, the brother who gets 
$25,000, is now the pure agent of the 
Missouri Pacific road.. 

Mr. Morosini, in regard to the omission of 
any gift to charity in the published summary 
of Mr. Gould’s will, expressed the opinion that 
the children of the millionaire would carry 
out sume beneficent plan of their father © 
which he thought it unnecessary to mention in 
his will. Some of Mr. Gould’s friends, who 
have heard him intimate that he might leave 
a legacy for the endowment of 4 university, 
were much surp 
in the will.

At half - past 11 o' clock the Washington flyer, 
Easton local, and Long Brauch express trains 
leave the foot of Liberty street.

MR. GROSSOUP’S CHANCE FOR JUDGE 
BLODGETT’S PLAGE. 


President Harrison Delays the Nomination 
to Give Friends of All Candidates a 
Further Chance—Cullom Appears in 
Mr, 
Armed Ships on the Great Lakes—Sen- 
ator Cullom.on Judge Gresham’s Inter- 
State Decision. 


Wasminetow, D. C., Dec, &—[Special.}— 
Judge Blodgett’s successor continues to take 
up much of tho President’s time. He did not 
send in tho nomination today because he had 
promised to await information which the 
friends of one or two candidates wanted to 
lay before him. 

At first the failure of the President to make 
the nomination was construed unfavorably to 
P. S. Grosseup. It was argued that Mr. Gross- 
cup had been in the lead all the week, that 
everything which could be said favorable to 
him had been said, and that if be were to be 
nominated today was the time to do it. The 
Senate having adjourned until Monday there 
can be no appointment till next week, and in 
the intervening days half a dozen candidates 
may go by the board. This is true enough, 
yet the simple fact is that the President de- 
ferred the nomination in order that no one 
expected to be heard should be disappointed. 

Mr. Grosscup is still in the lead and the 
choice, apparently, 1s atill between him, Cor- 
poration Counsel Miller, and Judge Dibell of 
Joliet. 

Less was heard today of Judge Dibell than 
yesterday. His champions, ex-Congressman 
Hill and Congressman-elect Childs, however, 
will remain to fight his battle, and will proba- 
bly have another interview with the Pregident. 
An effort is making to have Representatives 
Henderson, Hopkins, and the other members 
outside thej city give up their own candidate 
and unite on Judge Dibell in order to throw the 
nomination to the country. None of them, 
however, had got to this point. 

Senator Cullom saw the President today. 
He presented some indorsements for Corpora- 
tion Counsel Miller, which he told the Presi- 
dent he had just received, and he addeda 
word regarding the strength the Corporation 
Counsel was developi The Senator said 
this afternoon that the President’s failure to 
make the appointment today had no signif- 
icance. 

It is possible that by next week Mr. Miller 
will be in the lead. his name been pre- 
sented earlier there is little doubt that he 
could have secured the appointment. Many 
of his friends, however committed them- 
selves to other candidates. Some, in giving 
their indorséments to these candida had 
made the proviso that they did not hold in 
case Mr. Miller was a candidate. His man- 
agement of the Lake-Front case on behalf of 
the city has strengthened him greatly. No 
matter who is named Judge, Corporation 
Counsel Miller will have no reason to regret 
that his name has been under consideration. 

One reason why . Grossecup is the most 
likely selection is he is the second choice 
of nearly everybody. Chief-Justice Fuller and 
Justice Harlan would like to see the latter’s 
son named, yet if that cannot be done they 
think Mr. Grosscup would be an eminently 
satisfactory choice. James High is for 
Otis, yet he would be willing to have Grosscup 
named. And so it goes, President has 
ample evidence that those who do not favor 
Grosscup because of their preference for 
other candidates would find nothing to criti- 
cise in his appointment. Attorney-General 
Miller and Solicitor-General Aldrich are sup- 
porting him heartily as a first choice. 

Ex-Congresaman Mason’s friends keep on 
testifying their appreciation of that gentle- 
man. Though he probably will not be a Fed- 
era. Judge, he will have the satisfaction of 
knowing that he has been given a loyal sup- 
port of which any man can be proud. 


ARMED SHIPS ON THE GREAT LAKES, 


No Prospect of an Increase—Gen. McNulta 
in Washington—Western Gossip. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 8. —[Special. }— 
There was a good deal of talk at the Capitol 
today relative to the question of armed ships 
on the great lakes. Representative MeGann 
stated that he had talked with a number of 
Congressmen and found them almost toa 
man in favor of continuing the existing con- 
dition of affairs. Should we go into the 
business of increasing our war vessels on these 
lakes,“ he said, England would feel in duty 
bound to follow such an example, and there 
would be an “interminable series of 
complications which would require con- 
stant service to untangle. By the way, 
it was through the exertions of Mr. 
Adams of Illinois that such an exhaustive 
history of previous 41 on this subject 
was furnished by the State Department to the 
Senate yesterday. While in Congress he 
called for all the papers bearing on this ques- 
tion and the reply made by the State Depart- 
ment was in response actually to this demand. 
This question about building war vessels on 
the great lakes was pretty effectually disposed 
of not long ago by Secretary Tracy of the 
Navy Department, who refusedto award a con- 
tract for one of the new naval squadron to a 
Detroit firm of ship- builders, despite the fact 
that they were the lowest bidders. There is 
no prospect at present, therefore, for an ap- 
propriation looking to an increase of the 
naval Squadron on the lakes, and probably it 
is better that this is the case. 1 

Gen. John McNultais in Washington for

sents, or used to represent, the Vanderbilt 
railroads. He and A. C. Raymond were found 
at the Capitol enjoying a pleasant chat. 
Whether they are to keep on firing blank 
cartridges at one another through this session, 
as of old, or whether the Canadian Pacific and 
the Vanderbilt roads are to pull together open- 
ly the future will determine.

The railroads propose to 
come to Congress this winter and ask to have 
pooling legalized, but the knowledge that this 
ws one of the few provisions which have been 
able to wit assault of the courts is 
likely to make the Congressmen preserve it 
unchanged. 

Representative Culberson, Chairman of the 
Judiciary committee of the House, was asked 
what he thought of the decision, but he re- 

ied that he had not yet read it. He refused 
to expreas off his opinion on the salient 
points of the decision when outlined to him 
by a reporter. Judge Greshdm’s opinion, 
however, was a topic that was talked of more 
or less in the House during the day. and the 
conclusions reached by the Judge were depre- 
cated especially * those members who are 
favorable to the Inter-State Commerce law 
and who believe that it has accomplished 
much good since its enactment. They feel 
that if the opinion is upheld by tne Supreme.

Many Men Thrown Out of Work on Ac 
count of Silver Depression, 
Denver, Colo., Dec, 8.—|Special.]—Sings 
silver fell to 90 mines have J 
been closing and almost every day a report is 
received of some property, large or small, 
discharging men. There are hundreds of 
mines not being worked. Many of them are 
small and their output cut no great figure, but 
the aggregate of persons thrown out of em- 
ployment is large enough to exercise a material 
influence on the general condition of trade: 
Colorado would be on the verge of disaster 
were it not that its resources, other than prec. 
lous metals, have been developed rapidly 
during the last six or eight years. Last year 
the agricultural products of the State exceed. 
ed by several millions the whole product of 
gold, silver, and lead. Manufacturing and 
other interests have grown largely, but thers 
are large sections dependent almost wholly 
on mining, and the merchants of many 
small towns do business with none but miners, 
The belief is widespread that if the report

WHEREAS, The same are laid under cover of an 
injunction obtained on the ex-parte statement of 
the attorneys of the said Chicago, Pittsburg and 
d company of the said corpor- 
ation’s rights under an alleged ordinance passed 
by the Town of Lake Board after the vote on an- 
nexation with this city had been taken and de- 
clared at the polls in June, 1889, and which al- 
lewed ordinance bestowed rights and privileges 
beyond the power of the said Town of Lake Board 
to grant. 

Resolved, That the Commissioner of Public

The ordinance was then passed 
after several amendments had been vuted 
down. 

For a Naval Academy. 

Ald. Kerr introduced an ordinance provid- 
ing for the construction of a naval academy 
and a yacht club-house on East End Park. 
The ordinance provides that the public 
ground lying between Fifty-first and Fifty- 
third streets and on the lake- 
shore and the harbor in front thereof 
be devoted to a naval park and harbor for 
yachts and other vessels not engaged in com- 
merce, Permission is given to the yacht 
club, described as a voluntary association for 
the purpose of creating a naval academy, 
to carry on in the park such naval 
academy. This permission is made 
subject to the following conditions: 
That the buildmg so erected shail be the 
property of Chicago, to er with the land; 
that the Secretary of th ayy, Governor. of 
the State, Mayor of the city, and Collector of 
the port shall be ex-officio members of the 
Board of Club Regents; that the building shall 
not exceed in ground dimensions 225x 
125 feet and shall cost at least $80,000. The 
academy is required to be maintained without 
cost to the city, but control of the harbor and 
grounds is to be given to the city. The ordi- 
nance was sent to the World’s Fair committee, 

Ald. McGillen, Chairman of the Finance 
committee, sent in a resolution commending 
an expression of opinion by the City Council 
that hereafter the maximum vumber of sub- 
stitute members of the Chicago police force 
be fixed at 150 until further orders of the 
Council. The order was passed. 

Ald. Kent secured the p of an ordi- 
nance directing the Chief Engineer to submit 
to the Council plans and specifications 
and an estimate for the extension of 
the two and a half mile tunnel 
two and one-half miles further into the lake 
toacrib to be erected at ‘that point, and an 
estimate of the cost of the crib. 

Ald. Kenny introduced an order providing 
for the sprinkling of all paved streets in the 
Thirtieth Ward by special assessment. De- 
ferred and published. 

Ald. Kerr presented an order suggesting 
that the Mayor, Corporation Counsel, and 
Commissioner of Public Works be requested 
tomake recommendations to the Council in 
reference to the Lake-Front, the city’s rights 
over the same, and the disposition of it. After 
some talk to the effect that the decision is not 
yet before the Council the resolution was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary committee. . 

Ald. Larson presented an order which was 
passed directing that the Commissioner of 
Public Works compel the Economic Gas 
company to put the streets which it has torn 
up in the Twenty-third Ward in good repair.

Arraigned on the Charge of Forgery. 

Another phase in the sensational attempt to re- 
lease John Shevlin from custody in the Maxwell 
Street Station last week by means of a forged 
bond came up in Justice Woodman’s court yester- 
day. Mike Shevlin, Albert Canberry, and Henry 
J. Burns, who were held to the Criminal Court 
a few days ago with Mary Dunbery ou a charge 
of conspiracy for the same affair by Justice Eber- 
hardt, were arraigned on a charge of forgery. The 
plea adopted by the defense was that as the bonds 
in question had only been signed by the alleged 
security and not by the principle they were void, 
and therefore there had been no forgery. Ald. 
Joseph Bidwill, whose name was signed to the 
bonds, testified that he had not done so. Justice 
Dooley also said that the signature purporting to 
be his was a forgery.

MR. WANAMAKER AND THE CHICAGO 


POSTOFFICE. 

The Postmaster-General makes two sugges- 
tions in his last report regarding the Chicago 
Postoffice. One of them relates to the World's 
Fair year and the other to the future. He 
says that the Exposition will open in five 
months and that the present room in the Post- 
office Building is not over half the size that 
will be required during next summer, He 
proposes that the difficulty be met in one of 
two ways—that the occupants of the second 
floor be turned out and their rooms used for 
postoffice purposes, or that a temporary one- 
story structure of iron and glass costing not 
over $200,000 be erected on the vacant space 
on three sides of the building. It is not a 
matter of much concern to Chicagoans just 
how the additional accommodations are pro- 
vided. They do expect, however, that Con- 
gress will do something at the present session 
to enable the Chicago Postoffice to do its 
work thoroughly next year, for their own sake 
and thatof the innumerable strangers who 
will be here. They expect the Chicago Con- 
gressmen to pay special attention to this mat- 
ter. 

The Postmaster-General then observes with 
truth that the present government building is 
antiquated and tumbling down. He recognizes 
also the fact that government architects 
should pay some attention to the revolution in 
the construction of office buildings due to the 
use of steel. He says further that if the 
ground on which the Custom- House stands is 
worth five millions, then its occupation costs 
the government yearly the interest on that 
sum, or $300,000. 

It is a queation whether $300,000 is not too much 
rent for the government to pay for any postoffice 
when commodions stations located at convenient 
points throughout a city, to issue money orders, 
register packages, and receive mail, with the 
present system of deliveries going to every house 


door and office and the added convenience of 
house collections, would answer all purposes. 


Consequently he suggests the abandonment 
of that site and the selection of another. He 


says: 
One of the World's Fair buildings with tracks 
running into and connecting with all the rail 
roads would answer every purpose, after he Ex- 
position cioses, for assembling and dispatching 
mails. Jackson Park seems now rather out of 
town, butit is already the nucleus of a large 
population, and the town will grow in that direc- 
tion, but if the locality should be deemed too far 
out one of the buildings could be taken down and 


rebuilt in a more central quarter upon less valu- 


able property and upon the line of a railroad. 
Enough money could be saved in three years 
from the sale of the old structure and from in- 
terest account to join all substations by means of 
a belt line of pneumatic tubes with the great re- 
ceiving station. no matter where located in the 
city. To assort mails on trains for these city dis- 
tricts and transmit. them from the central station 
in tubes would make an even greater Chicago and 
set the pattern of an ideal city postal service. If 
it is deemed wise to keep the old location the 
present building should be taken down stone by 
stone and a new one built covering the square to 
the curb line. 

It is not likely that the Park Commissioners 
would consent to the establishment of the 
postoffice and the laying of railroad tracks in 
Jackson Park, and it would also requirea 
heavy expenditure to make any of the build- 
ings there permanently available for post- 
office purposes, Nor would the World’s Fair 
directors care to lose the salvage. A site 
could be obtained in a more central quarter 
than the park, but it would cost a consider- 
able sum, though not what the present site 
would sell for, It would be necessary in that 
case to hire quarters for a large centrai down- 
town station. For many reasons the last sug- 
gestion—that there be a new building on the 
present site—is the best, providing that it is 
made to cover the entire square, and is erected 
in accordance with the methods devised by 
Chicago architects. If that plan is adopted, 
the only difficulty will be to find room for the 
postoffice people while the new building is 
going up. Nothing will be done at this ses- 
sion, however. The subject will have to be 
handled by the next administration and the 
next Congress. As Chicago gave Mr. Cleve- 
land the Electoral votes of Illinois, he and his 
party ought to give it a new government 
building. — 


OFFERS TO MAKE SILVER DOLLARS. 

The absurdity and dangerof the present 
policy of the United States concerning silver 
are admirably exposed inthe letter sent to 
United States Treasurer Foster ty Mr. Allen, 
the superintendent of a mining company in 
Butte, Mont. The writer offers to make any 
number of silver dollars containing 400 grains 
of pure silver at 90 cents each, the silver dol- 
lar now minted by the United States contain- 
ing only 3711¢ grains of the pure metal. He 
proposes to put into the dollar 7% per cent 
more metal and then take 10 per cent off, the 
result of the two changes being a gain of 20 
per cent to the government, supposing that it 
now makes nothing out of the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars. And even with this concession of 
20 per cent Mr. Allen says it would be advis- 
able to number and letter each chin so that 
the government would not be compelled to 
redeem duplicates, On the proposed basis 
there would still be so much profit in the 
operation as to hold out a strong temptation 
to dishonest men to coin silver dollars equal 
in every respect to those officially authorized 
and put them in circulation, The present sii- 
ver dollar can be produced at a profit of 53 
per cent, counting the metal at its true com- 
mercial value, which has been quoted nearly 
every day for several months past on the edi- 
torial page of Taz Trisuns, and the adding 
of less than 8 per cent to the weight would 
stili leave wide open a big doorway to fraud. 

The case is well stated by the Daily Miner, 
published in Butte, the editor of which is a 
leading mine owner and a Democratic 
aspirant for a seat in the United States 
Senate. He says that under the law and the 
prices as they now exist the counterfeiter can 
make a dollar equally as good as that made by 
the government and still accumulate a 
fabulously large fortune. He can make a 
dollar out of 65 cents’ worth of silver, and 
from $650,000 .worth of the metal he can reap 
a profit of ‘$350,000, And if the work be 
artistically done the ablest expert is unable to 
tell that the counterfeit doliar is such, since 
it can successfully stand every tert, So it is 


known hundreds of thousands of the counter...

silver, the fact that present conditions tempt 
powerfully to fraud ought to cause this Con- 
gress to at once remove that temptation by 
repealing the Sherman act of July 14, 1892, and 
that without reviving the Bland bill. We have 
enough silver money to deal with m the next 
few years without adding a single dollar to 
ite volume, ana when coinage is resumed it 
should be on the basis of actual value of the 
metal, not an artificial one more than 50 per 
ceut above the true one. No good end is to be 
gained by the issue of silver dollars at a wild- 
ly inflated’ rate of valuation, and when that 
cannot be done without inviting the counter- 
feiters to work by wholesale and periling the 
stabijty of our monetary system it is high 
time to stop. Having ceased the purchase of 
silver the goverument should then deal with 
that now in its vaults on a basis of actual 
value, paying out a dollar’s worth of the metal 


it. The silver would then 
be handled on its merits, The peo- 
ple would not be afraid of it. The 
financiers would buy it for export, and 
even if they did not take it out forthwith it 
would be easy to carry the load with a cer- 
tainty that it must lessen with the :apse of 
time instead of being subject to an indefinite- 
ly large increase. Let the Sherman act of 
July 14, 1892, be repealed at once, without 
waiting for an extra session.

THE DEATH OF DR. SIEMENS. 

Dr. Ernest Werner von Siemens, who died 
at Berlin last Tuesday, was the oldest of three 
brothers whose names will long live in his- 
tory associated with the work of electrical in- 
vention and the application of electrical force 
to new uses in the world of industrial activity. 
Most of the thinking was done by Ernest and 
Carl Wilhelm. The latter was knighted by 
the English Government and died nine years 
ago. So closely were the two associated in 
inventiveness that it is difficult tosay of any 
one great step made by them which 1s most 
entitled to the honor. Perhaps it is not de- 
sirable the distinction be made, as it is ex- 
ceedingly probable that either one of them 
without the other would have accomplished. 
comparatively little of the work which has 
inscribed high on the temple of fame the 
names of both. 

The first notable patent taken out by a 
Siemens was the one for electroplating and 
gilding. That was taken by Ernest, he being 
then 25 while Wilhelm was only 18 years old. 
The next important step was with the regen- 
erative furnace, on which both worked for 
years, the initial idea seeming, however, to 
have been supplied by the younger brother, 
Friedrich, ‘ The leading principle of this was 
a saving of much of the heat lost in ordinary 
combustion of fuel. The first effort was to 
save heat by passing the hot gases through a 
chainber filled with loose bricks, and follow- 
ing this was the use of gaseous fuel, burning 
it directly after its manufacture, thus sav- 
ing several hundred degrees of heat that 
would be lost if the gas were allowed to 
coo! down before using it. This process was 
soon applied in several directions, the greatest 
success being achieved by the Siemens broth- 
ers themselves in the manufacture of mild 
steel. They did much for the perfecting of 
the electric telegraph, discovering the valua- 
ble insulating property of gutta percha for 
underground and submarine cables and a 
now well-used method for determining the 
position of faults in those cables, They dis- 
covered the principle of the self-acting dy- 
namo and invented severdt instruments of 
precision. Among the latter were a hydro- 
static instrument for measuring depths at sea 
and a pyrometer. The Siemens unit, which 
is the electric resistance of a specified column 
of mercury, and the Siemens hydraulic 
brake, to prevent the recoil of artill- 
ery on war ships, are among the numerous 
inventions of the brothers. They first 
employed the intensely hot atmosphere of the 
electric arc between the carbon points to melt 
refractory metals, used the light from are 
lamps to hasten the growth and fructitication 
of plants, and invented an attraction meter 
for determining very slight variations in the 
intensity of gravity. They also showed the 
world how to run street cars by electricity, 
building the Portrush and Bushmills electric 
“tramway” in the North of Ireland and de- 
riving the required propelling force from the 
water power of the river Bush. Their re- 
search into the nature of solar heat, set forth 
formally by Wilhelm when he (or they) at- 
tempted to trace on a cosmic scale in the sun 
an action similar to that of the Siemens re- 
generative furnace, was one of the least ac- 
ceptabie of the conclusions arrived at by 
them, and yet there is time to reconsider it. 

The work of the brothers covered the 
ground of what is known in the theory of 
dynamics. They took up the ideas pf Count 
Rumford and Joulé, and endeavored in the 
light of the most modern attainment to apply 
the principle of the conservation of energy to 
the uses of practical life. How well they suc- 
ceeded their numerous works testify. The 
survivor tillthis week was full of energy to 
the last, being a younger man at the age of 
76 than many are at 50. One of the things 
for which he should be gratefully remem- 
bered was the donation of $125,000 six years 
ago to found in Berlin an imperial institute of 
technology and physics. 


AMENDING THE GIT¥ CHARTER. 

The Real-Estate Board at its yearly meeting 
Wednesday iustructed one of its committees 
to recommend such changes and amendments 
of the city charter as it might deem calculated 
to secure better government and to consult 
with the representatives of the city govern- 
ment, different clubs and organizations, and 
„good citizens generally on the subject. 
This is a much more sensible proposition than 
that of drafting and attempting to secure the 
passage and adoption ofa new charter. It 
would have ended in smoke, 

A trial of the present charter for nearly 
twenty years has shown that it has some defects 
which have been most apparent in Chicago 
and some of the larger small cities in Illinois. 
The citizens of many piaces are perfectly sat- 
isfied and their Representatives will not take 
kindly to radical changes, There is no reason 
why the labors of the Real-Estate Board may 
not be productive of good, but it will accom- 
plish nothing if it tries to de all the reforming 
now and leaves no abuses for ita successors to 
remove, If a bill is submitted which provides 
for a great many changes a great many peo- 
ple or interests may be hit, and they wiil unite 
to defeat the measure. It is easier to break 
one stick ata time than to break the entire 
fagot. 

It may be that the board has made a mis- 
take by directing its committee to do so much 
consulting. Probably its members are not 
aware of the number uf people in this city 
who, while unable to manage their own house- 
holds, believe that they know how a city of a 
million and a quarter people should be gov- 
erned, They will attend the first meeting of 
the committee and all subsequentjoves. They 
will make speeches and they will submit plans.

JAY GOULD’S WILL. 
The-provisions of Jay Goula’s will have 
been made public and except for the satisfac- 
tion of reading it that is all the benefit the 
public will get out of it. Mr. Gould has been 
represented as a man who was not fond of no- 
toriety and as very retiring in his disposition. 
This is exemplified in his will, for be has not 
embarrassed his reputation or sought public 
notoriety by ieaving a dollar of his vast fort- 
une to colleges, churches, hospitals, libraries, 
parks, museums, art galleries, or charities, 
Indeed, his modesty was so great that he has 
not remembered a servant, however faithful, 


or a friend, however attached. The one hun- 


dred millions go to his family to be held in 
trust. It can only be bequeathed by the leg- 
atees to their children, and Mr. George Gould 
is made the absolute authority in case of any 
disagreement. The deceased estimates the 
business ability of his soa at $5,000,000 in cash. 
He has an equal share of the residuary estate. 
He is given the control of the proxies of all 
the securities. The following codicil of the 
will shows his purpose to concentrate and con- 
serve the fortune: 

The better to protect and conserve the values of 
my properties it is my desire and Iso direct and 
provide that the shares of any railway or other 
incorporated companies at any time held by my 
executors and trustees, or my said trustees, shall 
always be voted by them or by their proxies at 
all corporate meetings as a unit, and in case my 
said executors and trustees, or my said trustees, 
do not concar as to how such stock shall be 
voted, then, in view of the fact that my son, 
George J. Gould, has for years had the manage- 
ment of my said properties and is familiar with 
them and with other like properties, I direct and 
provide that in such event his judgment shail con- 
trol, and he is hereby authorized and empowered 
to vote the said shares in personor by proxy in 
such manner as his judgment shall dictate. 


It is not remarkable that Mr. Gould in the 
last paper of his that has any binding author- 
ity protected his fortune against ‘public en- 
croachment and tightened the Gould clutch 
upon it. His money was accumulated by the 
operation of a sharper and shrewder 
intelligence than that of his fellows 
and was the outcome of private and 
public disaster. The progress of that ac- 
cumulation was marked all along the route by 
wreck and ruin. He began life as a vender of 
patent mouse-traps and there were mice in his 
traps to the end. He squeezed the money out 
of the public. It is but natural, therefore, 
that he should hold on to it and seek to keep 
it in the family. Whether his purpose can be 
carried out remains tobe seen. The Astor and 
Vanderbilt fortunes have been thus conserved, 
but the Gould fortune is of a different kind. 
Barring the house in which he lived his re- 
sources were of the speculative kind. They 
were made by speculation. They may be 
squandered in speculation. ‘they will be 
menaced by the ups and downs of the market. 
They may be viciously assailed by other finan- 
ciers. It is not yet established that Wall 
street will acknowledge George Gould as its 
King, notwithstanding the high estimate 
placed on his ability by his father. 

There was no question of Jay Gould’s au- 
thority among the directors of his larger 
holdings, but it is yet an open question how 
far they will allow themselves to be influ- 
enced by George Gould, who is vested with 
absolute authority under the terms of the 
will, There are many ambitious men among 
them, and it ig already given out that the 
Vanderbilt-Morgan interests will now assert 
themselves. The Gould interests always have 
been destructive, the Vanderbilt-Morgan in- 
terests constructive. The one always has 
wrecked, the other organized. When the 
grapple comes it will be seen whether George 
Gould has his father’s ability in retaining con- 
trol of these great properties, It is too early 
to predict the result. If he can maintain the 
Gould influence against the combinations 
which inevitably will be made he will have to 
show himself as great a financier as his father 
and as rethorseless in his methods. Mean- 
while Jay Gould, who did nothing for the pub- 
lic benefit while living, has done nothing for 
it dead. He has not had the grace to make 
good any of his wreckage by the bequest of a 
dollar. He has left no cause for public re- 
membrance. He had not even the refinement 
of feeling which ehould have induced him to 
offer some excuse te the world for what he has 
done, even if he were not disposed to apolo- 
gize for what he has not done. He should be 
a very lonesome man in his splendid mauso- 
leum. 


A rEcENT decision by Judge Gresham may 
be regarded as settling a point that has been 
much mooted at intervals ever since the pas- 
sage of the Inter-State Commerce law. He 
refused to compel witnesses to answer ques- 
tions propounded by the commission or to 
produce books wanted in evidence. He has 
ruled that the Inter-State Commission is a 
non-judicial body, and therefore the Federal 
courts have no right to consider a refusal to 
testify before it. Tnis defines the commission 
to be powerless to compel the production of 
evidence in the investigation of complaints 
against common carriers, ana therefore pow- 
orless to investigate; sincb it is exceedingly 
difficult, it not impossible, to procure evi- 
dence against the railroads except through 
the officers or other agents of the 
lines or parties in whose favor dis- 
criminations have been made. The court 
held that Congress cannot make the Ju- 
dicial Department the mere adjunct or instru- 
ment of either of the other departments of the 
government. Undoubtedly Congress may 
confer upon a non-judicial body authority to 
obtain information necessary for legitimate 
governmental purposes, and make refusal to 
appear and testify before it touching matters 
pertinent to any authorized inquiry and of- 
fense punishable by the courts—this being 
subject to the privilege of witnesses to make 
no disclosures which might tend to incrimi- 
nate themselves or subject them to penalties 
or forfeitures. But the prosecution for an 
action for violation of such a statute would 
be an original suit and not a mere application 
for the exercise of the judicial power in aid 
of a non-judicial body. So much of Sec. 12 of 
the Inter-State Commerce law as authorizes or 
requires the courts to use their powers in aid of 
inquiries before the commission is unconsti- 
tutional and void. 


Tun people of Indiana are moving in earnest 
for the iraprovement of country roads. The 
first road congress ever held in the State is in 
session at Indianapolis this week, and judg- 
ing from the enthusiasm displayed it is far 
from being the last. Delegates are in attend- 
ance from all the counties in the State, ana 
their first work after organizing was the ap- 
pointment of a legislative committee with in- 
structions to prepare an address to the Legis- 
lature, in which shall be incorporated the sub- 
sequent suggestions of the meeting, and to 
urge the passage of such laws on the subject 
of roads as may be favored by the congress. 
The paper by Col. Pope of Boston reviewed 
the history of roadmaking in this country and 
told how the agitation of the topic has

This is an intimation chat the advocates of 
revision mean to favor a larger bonded in- 
debtedness for the city. But the power to in- 
crease the city’s debt cannot be secured by a 
revision of the charter. The limitation on the 
bonded indebtedness of municipalities is con- 
stitu tional. That limitation cannot be disturbed 
except through the aloption of a constitution- 
al amendment abrogating the5 per cent limit. 
Does Mr. Cummings think that there is the 
least prospect of such an amendment. being 
adopted? Mr. Cummumgs also appears to be 
in error about other matters. He speaks 
about more money being necessary in order 
to have better schools. There is practically 
no limit now to the power of the Council to 
levy taxes for public schools. The Council in 
fact grants every year what the Schooi Board 
asks. The appropriation for schools this 
year exceeded $5,000,000. If the schools 
are not good itis not because there is any 
lack of money. Is Mr. Cummings aware that 
there has been any complaint as to the effi- 
ciency of the system? Ifhe has not what are 
his reasons for implying that the schools are 
not as good as they ought to be? Is it not 
possible, also, that Mr. Cummings is mistaken 
as to the necessity for more money to improve 
the Police and Fire Departments? The Fire 
Department is usually considered a model 
one. It isefficient and well disciplined. If 
the Police Department is not equally efficient 
and well disciplined it is not because it is not 
large enough. It is because discipline is not 
maintained; because there are too many high- 
priced officers, who are continually quarreling 
and plotting against one another; and because 
politics and gambling have had so baneful an 
influence on the department. Many excellent 
men like Mr. Cummings have been misled by 
the greedy officeseekers and tax-eaters into 


the idea that the city needs more money to 


spend. A little investigation on their part 
will convince them of their mistake on those 
points. 


Mr. Axrnus Branp, a Liberal member of 
the British Parliament, who haa spent some 
months in the United States, and who was in 
Chicago election day (Nov. 7), writes to the 
London Daily News his impression of our 
election methods. He deplores that such 
large amounts of money are spent here for 
political purposes, and intimates that it is ex- 
pended corruptly.“ He probably, however, 
took too much of what he heard the Pharisees 
say for granted. Under the Australian ballot 
system which prevails in most of the Northern 
States the corrupt use of money at elections 
is greatly discouraged, and it is doubtful 
whether it will long continue under the sys- 
tem. The talk in the newspapers just before 
election of immense campaign funds is 
usually the result of reportorial or partisan 
imagination. Large sums are spent in pay- 
ing for campaign literature, in getting voters 
to the polls, and for registration, it is true, 
but if the amount spent for printers’ ink and 
postage were deducted from the total expenses 
of an American campaign it would not be 
found largely in excess of the amount spent 
at a general election in Great Britain. 

There are some features of our election pro- 
cedure, however, which call for the warm ap- 
proval of Mr. Brand. He remarks: 

Election day is madea general holiday, the 
public houses are closed, and all elections are on 
the same day. The holiday enables sume to vote 
who possibly could not otherwise, the public 
houses being closed prevents treating, which at 
times in our own country unhappily prevails, and 
the elections all being fixed for one day is an im- 
mense benefit to trade, every one knowing at once 
what has happened. The whole excitement 
passes off in twenty-four hours, and people return 
to their ordinary avocations, whereas in our sys- 
tem there is a continual excitement for some 
weeks, and a consequent disturbance of trade for 
a similar period. It further limits the power of 
plural voting. I feel certain we shall not be 
making a mistake in taking a leaf out of the book 
of the American Nation with reference to the con- 
duct of general elections. 

Mr. Brand and those who are of his opinion 
are urging one day for elections in England, 
the closing of public houses, and other feat- 
ures of the American system. Proposals of 
this character will have the Solid support of 
the Liberal party in the new British Parlia- 


ment. 


Tun News Record, discussing. the effect of 
the use of the four- mile tunnel on the quality 
of our water supply, says: 

Inasmuch as the two tunnels [the four-mile and 
the two-mile ones] are to be used together, how- 
ever, there is no justificaton for the pleasant 
fancy that our drinking water will be perfectly 
safe to use, or, in fact, much safer than it has 
been heretofore.

This is perfectly true. Taz Tarsung has 
frequently referred to this condition of affairs 
as sure to arise when the four-mile tunnel was 
brought into use, and has strongly urged the 
Council to provide against it by extending 
the two-mile tunnel two or three miles far- 
ther into the lake, beyond the point of shore 
contamination, The Council hitherto has re- 
fused to act on the suggestion because of the 
large demands on the water fund caused by 
the progress of the four-mile tunnel. But that 
is now at an end. The reform in the Water 
Department will increase its earnings. The 
cost of the proposed extension will not be 
great, If it is commenced now there will bea 
éurpius in the water fund to meet the expense, 
Until the scources of all the water supply are 
beyond the point of contamination there is no 
guarantee that it will be pure and wholesome. 
The work cannot be commenced too soon. 


Tun Baltimore American, in speaking of 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Lake-Front case, says: The decision ap- 
pears to be in direct conflict with that made 
in the Dartmouth College case. That is put- 
ting it altogether too strongly. Mr. Justice 
Field’s opinion does, however, conflict decided- 
ly with the extreme lengths to which the law as 
laid down by Judge Marshall has been carried 
by some courte and many lawyers. Most of the 
latter had arrived at the conclusion that a 
Legislature could barter away every right 
which the State Constitution did not expressly 
forbid it to surrender, and that baving done 
so a contract was made which was shielded 
from attack by the Constitution of the United 
States. When the agitatwon began for the 
State regulation of railroads the first word of 
the lawyers was that todo so was to violate 
contracts, They have learned that they were 
mistaken in their interpretation of the law.

WILL STOP BUYING SILVER, 


Prof. Andrews Tells Cleveland’s Policy to 
the Brussels Conference. 

Brussers, Dec, 8.-~The International Mone- 
tary conference resumed its sitting today. 
Immediately after the opening of the body 
today M. Allard of Belgium submitted a plan 
for an international agreement for the pur- 
chase under a common aceount of stocks of 
silver, against which treasury notes will be 
issued by the contracting States, none of which 
will be obliged to eoin the silver thus pur- 
chased or modify ita existing currency legisla- 
tion. The plan also proposes that these notes 
shall have international circulation. 

M. Raffalovitch of Russia spoke briefly re- 
garding the Moritz Levi plan. He declared 
that he did not believe that under the present 
conditions any international reement to 
regulate the relations between gold and silver 
were possible. 

Prof. Andrews of America was then invited, 
as a Democrat and personal friend of Presi- 
dent-elect Cleveland, to inform the confer 
ence as to the probable attitude of the incom- 
ing administration on silver. After saying he 
hoped the idea would be dismissed that Amer- 
ica was merely trying to increase its national 
wealth and was only acting as the tool. of 
mine-owners as being as absurd as the idea 
that American interest was mainly due to the 
distress afflicting the American monetary sys- 
tem, he continued: 

We have not and are not at present likely to 
have a dollar in silver beyond our peeds in the 
United States. We have no idea of soliciting any 
favor from the peoples of Europe. What we de- 
sire is as much to Europe's interests as to ours. 
We wish to multiply our trade with the world, to 
do a vaster business with China. Japan, and (Cen- 
tral and South America, and at same time 
with Europe. This will never be successfully ac- 
complished so long as two great groups of nations 
continue to drift apart. The evils of fluctuating 
exchange which beset Englandin its commerce 
with India we also experience in our trading with 
our nearest neighbors. But we are determined 
not to accomplish a desirable end at the terrible 
cost of opening a similar chasm between our- 
selves and the nations of a We will part 
company with Asia aud South America rather 
than with you. We will not forever continue 
alone the task of sustaining the price of silver. 
If Europe is not enough interested in the matter 
to coéperate witb us, we will soon decrease our 
annua) purchases of silver and begin to pro- 
vide by recruiting our currency by issues of 
paper. The next Congress is nearly certain to 
open procedure in that direction. We, will not 
give up our gold, The time-honored monetary 
policy of the United States will never be cha 
with Mr. Cleveland's consent. It is obvious that 
there is no surer way to lower the American tariff 
than for Europe and the United States to a 
upon a policy favorable to silver as money. at 
alone will abate the inceesant conflict fer gold 
and leave the United States free to e a gen- 
erous reduction in the customs tariff. I think 
some of the plans proposed to the conference are 
feasible, and if the delegates continuo their de- 
liberations with a due sense of their responsibility 
— 1 will not fail to devise a measure of 
Toller. 

The conference will adjourn next week until 
spring, with a recommendation to the various 
governments to allow one year to elapse be- 
fore taking any stepsto change the present 
currency policy. This view is that of the 
American and other bimetallist delegates, 
who hope much from the growth of bimet- 
allism as a political force in British politics.

FINE EXAMPLES OF NICKEL ORE. 


The Deposits at Keokuk Are Said to Be 
the Best in the World. 

Kzoxux, Ia., Dec. 8.—(Special.]—The de- 
posite of nickel ore found near here are pro- 
nounced the finest in the world. The ore is 
the sulphide of nickel and one of the least dif- 
ficult to reduce. It contains about 65 per 
cent of the pure metal. The nickel is found 
in cavities in limestone along with ores of 
zinc, iron, and copper. ‘he nickel ore is the 
kind known to mineralogists as millerite. The 
particular specimens so interesting from a 
mineralogical standpoint are found in large 
tufts of long hairlike crystals radiating in all 
directions from the center of attachment. 
The same kind of needles also occur, penetrat- 
ing in all directions large, perfectly transpar- 
ent crystals of cite or lime, just 
uke the celebrated love arrows found 
in quartz erystals. Some of the finest 
examples were obtained by a Mr. 
Flanery, who sold them to Yale College for 
$50 a piece, and $150 was offered by a mineral 
dealer for one specimen a little larger. One 
mass of caicite thickly covered with the 
nickel mineral weighted over fifty pounds. 
Some good examples are now on exhibitiog at 
the office of the lowa Geological — in the 
Capitol Building. The extent of these deposits 
of nickel ores is not fully known as yet.

All the Mutineers at Chester in Solitary 
Confinement.

Satolli’s companion, with 
reference to the pamphlet from which the re- 
port sent out from St. Louis is taken. The 
Archbishop produced the letter. It is dated 
Nov. 26, and in it Dr. O’Connell said: 

I donot think it is the opinion of Mer. 
Satolli that the responsibility of the pamphiet 
rests with the Archbishop. . 

„By the pamphlet is meant this dispatch 
which reports quite accurately the speech of 
Mgr. Satolli,”’ said the Archbishop. 

Do you mean to say that Dr. O'Connell 
holds that the suggestions of Mgr. Satolli are 
not obligatory upon the Archbishops?” was 
asked. 

They are not. They are Mgr. Satolli’s 
personal opiuions,“ the Archbishop explained. 

Mgr. Zeininger made this explanation: 

Although the speech of Mgr. Satolli was 
read and discussed at the late archiepiscopal 
conference it was not adopted. Moreover, the 
resolution which pledged adherence to the 
rules laid down at the council of Baitimore 
was adopted instead. About twelve days ago 
we received a pamphlet printed in Lutin and 
Eaglish and containing Mgr. Satolli’s speech 
in full. We expressed surprise at the publica- 
tion of the pamphlet and the speech, since the 
latter had left no impression upon the action 
of the Archbishups and was not adopted. In 
reply to a query we received the letter from 
Dr. O’Connell. Now, the St. Louis dispatch 
is taken direct from that pamphlet. It is a 
verbatim copy of the English version, and 
considermg that the 6 — had been in 
our possession twelve days and had been dis- 
tributed through all the cities of the country 
the subject of the dispatch is pretty stale.” 

Is the ee of Mgr. Satolli objectionable ?”’ 
was asked of Mgr. Zeininger. 

It is certainly,“ he replied. Otherwise the 
council would have adopted it. The great 
majority of the Archbishops and Bishops are 
opposed = ae — — the State.

Wo have no reason to believe,” said Mér.

OONTRAOT POR PRINTING THE EX- 
POSITION CATALOGUE. 


Work on the Big Job to Begin Jan. 1—It 
Is to Be Published Under the Super- 
vision of Maj. Handy of the Bureau of 
Publicity and Promotion—One Hundred 
Compositors to Work on It Night and 
Day—Large Quantities of Type, Paper, 
and Ink Required, 

Worid's Fair officials took the flint step yes- 
terday on the work of getting out the big cata- 
logue for next year by letting the contract for 
Printing it to the W. B. Conkey company of 
Chicago. It was not signed, for a number of 
preliminaries must be settled, but the award 
was practically made and Mr, Conkey secured 
the biggest job in the way of printing which 
the Exposition management can give. 

How to manage this catalogue has been for 
months & perplexing question to the World’s 
Fair people. Their first idea was to give it 
out as a concession, then it was con- 
sidered that if a publishing firm could 
make money by printing it the Expo- 
sition might do the same thing. This 
idea prevailed a good while, but yesterday’s 
action was in the nature of a combination of 
the two plans. Mr. Conkey will publish the 
catalogue under the direct supervision of the 
Exposition company. He will also sell it and 
accept a percentage of the receipts in connec- 
tion with his pay for the work. 

It is understood that Maj. Handy of the De- 
partment of Publicity and Promotion will 
have charge of the Exposition end of the un- 
dertaking, and he will shortly begin engaging 
a large force and prepare the matter for the 
printer. 

Io order to secure accurate descriptions of 
the exhibits for the catalogue intending ex- 
hiditers have themselves been pressed into the 
big work. Before any space will be awarded 
an intending exhibiter he must send a descrip- 
tion of his exhibit. For weeks the depart- 
ment chiefs have been busily going through 
their lists and gathering the information from 
the applicants for space. This will be proper- 
ly edited and arranged by Maj. Handy's force. 

The contract with Mr. Conkey cannot be 
finally closed until after the next meeting of 
the Board of Control of the National Com- 
mission, which will be held Dec. 13. The 
board must approve the plan before it can 
be executed. — 

The leading question involved is that of ad- 
vertisements in the catalogue. The local di- 
rectory wishes to recoup itself for the expense 
of publication by permitting exhibiters to in- 
sert advertising matter. Several months ago 
the Board of Control, fearing that the 
pages would be _ stuffed with adver- 
tisements, issued an order that none should be 
inserted in the body of the work. Since that 
time the directors have decided to request 
that each exhibiter be allowed a limited 
amount of advertising space, not more than a 
line or two. This request will be submitted 
to the board, and the chances are that it will 
pass, as one or two members are known to be 
in favor of permitting restricted advertising. 

Neither the catalogue of the Philadelphia 
Centennial nor that of the Paris Exposition 
will compare in any respect, it is said, to 
that which will list all the exhibits of the 
Columbian Exposition, and Mr. Conkey be- 
gan preparations for the work yesterday by 
having the second floor of his establishment 
cleared for putting in anew plant. He ex-

an. 1. Stands for 100 compositors will be set 

up and both day and night force run until the 
contract is com pleted. 

Mr. Conkey took a little time yesterday to 
figure on the size of his job. He estimated 
that the catalogue would be of such bigness 
that in bulk it would exceed the entire works 
of Sir Walter Scott, and that four tons of type 
would be uired. He figured that twenty- 
five barrels of printer’s ink and over 200 tons 
of paper would bé needed for the first edition. 
Three of the largest milts in the country have 
already been given orders for the paper. 

Twenty electrotypes will be made of each 
page and ten cylinder presses will be run con- 
tinuously in order to have a supply of lists 
ready when the Exposition opens.

NEW 6MOKE PREVENTING DEVICE. 
Said to Be Most Economical and Ef- 
’ fective Yet Offered the Public. 

Another smoke-preventing device has been 
put on the market within a few weeks which 
has yielded such good resylts already that it 
has secured the indorsement of no less an ex- 
pert than Gen. Sooy Smith as the most eco- 
nomical and effective yet offered to the public. 

This device is the invention gf Capt. Will 
iam Lawrence, a civil engineer and inventor 
of experience. It consists of an improvement 
on the numerous methods which involve an 
injection of steam, and has several. points of 
difference and advantage. The steam jets are 
more numerous, but so much finer that there 
18 & great saving of steam. They are arranged 
in a horizontal place dipping slightly towards 
the fuel bed and vary in number according to 
the size of the boiler, They are inse im- 
mediately above the furnace doors. jeta 
of steam diverge both laterally and vertically 
and form a sort of veil over the fire. But the 
most important differences are an improved 
nozzle for each jet, which causes the steam to 
penetrate farther over: the fuel-bed, and a 
series of stationary sheathes for the jets, the 
effect of which is to furnish facilities for re- 
moving and cleansing the jet tubes when they 
become >bstructed. ) 

There are devices already in use which 
would give sat isfactòry results but for the fact 
that the jet tubes quickly become obstructed, 
and there is no adequate means of removing 
the obstructions with ease and certainty. In 
Capt. Lawrence’s device the whole frame of 
jet tubes can be disconnected from the boiler, 
cleared of obstructions, and replaced in two 
or three minutes. 

Gen. Smith has made a thorough examina- 
tion of its working, and regards it as not only 
the best thingever devised for the purpose, but 
as leaving very little to be desired in the way 
of a smoke preventer. 

The Lawrence machine is in operation in 
the office buildmg northwest corner of Madi- 
son and Franklin streets, where there is a 48- 
inch boiler, 12 feet in length, and at No. 985 
Milwaukee avenue, where there is a 54-inch 
boiler, 16 feet in lengtn. It was adjusted to 
the tug Gertrude,“ owned by O. H. Green, 
for it is also adapted to internally fired boilers, 
but unfortuuately the tug suffered a collision 
soon afterward and was laid up for the winter.

BILLS CALLED IN BY THE TREASURY. 


Denominations of $500 Issued Prior to 1880 
—No Connection with Counterfeita, 

Regarding the sudden calling in by the gov- 
erninent of all the $900 bills issued prior to 
1880 the officials at the Chicago Subtreasury 
say it has nothing to do with counterfeits. 
The suddenly expressed desire on the part of 
the Treasury Department to get these bills is 
regarded as simply a step to put the books 
in shape for the end of the year and for the 
turning over of the department to the incom- 
ing political party. All the series except those 
of 1880 have been held in the Treasury when 
received, and, as the number of those oub 
standing is comparatively small, it was 
thought desirable to get the remainder in as 
5 ily as possible. | 

Special Agent Tanner’s assistant said that 
several of these $500 bills have from time to 
time reached the Crates Subtreasury and 
in turn been sent to the Treasury at Washing- 
ton. He denied that the solicitude of the gov- 
ernment to get those bills which are yet in 
circulation was in any way connected with the 
utterance of counterfeits, as was rumored in 
New York. 


ENGINEERS WILL NOT FORCE A STRIKE. 


The Vanderbilt Grievance Committee Don’t 
Like President Depew's Reply. 

New Yorx, Dec. 8.—The general Commit- 
tee on Grievances of the Brotherhood of Engi- 
neers on the Vanderbilt railroad system, which 
came here two weeks ago to demand an 
equalization of pay for men on side lines, re- 
ceived a reply from President Chauncey M. 
Depew. President Depew, in refusing to 
make public his reply, said thatif the engi- 
neers saw fit to give out its contents they could 
doso.

OLD RULE INVOKED IN THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Kilgore Secures the Postponement of 
a Bill for Six Days.

Surveys Wanted for Locks and Dams in 
the Ohio River. 

Wasn rox, D. C., Dec. 8.—The Secretary of 
War today sent to Coneress the report of Maj. 
Stickney of the Engineer Corps upon his prelimi- 
nary examination for the location of the neces- 
sary movable locks and dams in the Ohio River 
between Davis Island dam and the dam near the 
mouth of the Beaver River in Pennsylvania. The 
report says that before the construction of these 
costly dams is begun a careful survey should be 
made to determine the best locations for them. 
It is pretty definitely settied that four additional 
locks and dams will be required to complete the 
system of improvement from Pittsburg to the 
lock below ver River, a distance of thirty 
miles. The dams are movable in order they 
may be thrown down and leave an unimpeded 
channel for the passage of the large fleets of coal 
boats. An appropriation of $2,800 is asked for the 
necessary survey.

STARTING THE PUMPS. 


WATER NOW OIROULATING THROUGH 
THE FOUR-MILE TUNNEL. 


City Engineer Clarke Gives the Order Set- 
ting the Machinery in Motion—For 
Fear of Contamination Water Will Be 
Turned Back Into the Lake for Twen- 
ty-faur Hours—Privileges of the Alley 
“I.” Transferable—North Shore Unaf- 
fected by the Lake-Front Decision. 


Shortly after noon yesterday Engineer Mo- 
Donald, in charge of the Fourteenth street 
pumping works, started the engines, and the 
work of drawing four miles of water from 
the new tunnel began. These pumps are of 
the most improved design; and are intended 
to pump 40,000,000 gallons of water every 
twenty-four hours, 

The pumps were built and completed about 
a year ago, and have been waiting since then 
for the opening of the new tunnel. During 
the shortage of water a year ago last summer 
Commissioner Aldrich ordered the construc- 
tion of a by-pass around the four-mile shaft. 
Through it water from the old tunnel reached 
the pumps at Fourteenthstreet, and they were 
kept in operation until the near approach of 
the new tunnel to completion prohibited their 
further use. The pumps have thus been thor- 
oughly tested and their capacity is known. 

City Engineer Clarke gave the order to 
start them yesterday morning. During the 
preceding night the tunnel was filled with 
water and Mr. Clarke went about 8 o’clock 
to inspect it. He found the Peck court shaft 
filled with clear water. It showed no evi- 
dence of impurity, but Mr. Clarke fears that 
when the pumps establish a current some of 
the light refuse not aecessible to the cleaners 
will be swept into the shaft. To guard against 
pollution of the drinking supply Mr. Clarke 
will allow the plugs to remain open and the

Corporation Counsel Miller’s Opinion on the 
Sale of the Lake Street IL.“

THEIR TITLE IS NOT DISTURBED. 


North Shore Land Associations Not In- 
Jured by the Lake-Front Decision. 

The rumor that the land companies inter- 
ested in reclaiming the submerged lands east 
of the present shore line between Indiana 
and Oak streets are agitated over the recent 
decision in the Lake-Front case appears to 
be without foundation, The officers of the 
Pine Street Land Association ana the Lake 
Shore Drive Land Association claim that the 
decision strengthens rather than weakens 
their positions.

Van Angelbeek Looks Like Prof. Aulbach, 
Who Visited Topeka Three Years Ago. 
The Rev. Guy Foster, No, 4322 Forrestville

people of Topeka, Kas., had an unpleasant 
experience three years ago, Mr. Foster thinks 
the young man is the self-same R. A. Van 

Angelbeek who has been operating a diploma 

factory in connection with the National Uni- 

versity and preaching at Pella, Ia. 

„The description of Van Angelbeek talhes 
so exactly with this young man, who called 
himself Prof. Aulbach, that I think they are 
the same. Three years a man presented 
himself to the Rev. T. 8. Dornblaser, pastor 
of the English Lutheran Church at Topeka. 
He said he was a Jew,. but had embraced 
Christidnity and had been driven from his 
home in Germany by his father. He claimed 
that he had studied in Berlin twenty years, 
and that he could speak sixteen languages, 
The Rev. Mr. Dornblaser took kindly to him. 
He began to take an active part in prayer- 
meetings and taught in the Sunday-school reg- 
ularly. He didn’t do much else. Finally the 
young man concluded that he had been called 
to be a missionary to India.

CHICAGO'S TWO GREAT TELESCOPES, 


Seon the City for the Second Time Will 
Have the Largest in the World. 
Thirty years ago last tight the organiza 
tion of the Chicago Astronomical Society was 
completed. A largely attended meeting held 
in Bryan Hall the evening of Dec. 8, 1862, 
formally resolved to organize a society the 
object purposes of which should be to 
found and maintain an astrouoinicél, observa- 
tory as an integral part of the old University 
of Chicago, J. Y. Scammon ‘had agreed to. 
pay for the erection of a building in which to 
house the apparatus, ;

members. He and one or two others digcov- 
ered that the largest refracting telescope in 
the world, recently made by the firin of Alvan 
Clark & Sons to the order of a university in 
isiana, was thrown back on the of 
the makers through inability to pay for it. A 
little agitation sufficed to convince the other 
gentlemen interested that the Chicago Astro- 
nomical Society ought to secure that tel- 
escope if possible, and in the ensu- 
ing February (1863) it was 
for the suciety by Thomas Hoyne, a member, 
who made a special visit to the East for that 
purpose. The telescope came here as soon as 
the building could be finished for its recep- 
tion, and until September, 1878, its 18}<-inch 
object glass and 18-foot focal length marked 
it as the biggest in the world, while it was 
also universally conceded to be best at the 
date named. A telescope of twenty-six inches 
diameter was later mounted at the National 
Observatory in Washington, and since then 
successive improvements have left the Chicago 
instrument far in the rear so far as size is con- 
cerned. The biggest refracting telescope in 
existence is the one at the Lick Observatory 
in California, the object glass of which is 
thirty-six inches in diameter, but when the 
A0-inch glass ordered for the new university is 
ee in position Chicago will, for the eec- 
ond time, have the largest and telescope 
in the known worid.

QUESTIONS TO BE ASK=D IMMIGRANTS. 


Boston Merchants Meet and Decide on Four 
Points for Query. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 8.—The Boston Mer- 
chants’ Association has discussed the immi- 
gration question and adopted resolutions and 
recom mendations to the effeet that all persons 
desiring to emigrate to the United States with 
a view of becoming citizens should be obliged 
to produce a Consular certificate before land- 
ing, which shall embody these facts and quali- 
fications: — 

1. A declaration showing with what object and 
intent the applicant proposed emigra his re- 
sources, occupation, and plans for a live ihood, 

2. An official declaration from the 
ities where the applicant has ivd showing that 
he has never been convi srime or sup- 
ported at the goverpment’s expense, and that he 
was in reasonably health. 

3. The Consul should algo sa himself by 
personal observation and test as to the emigrant's 
illiteracy and his ability ‘to read and write in his 
own language might fairly be required. 

4. The immigrant should be sounded as to 
whether or not he has any appreciation of our

The 
senders name and address should appear on 
wrapper, as as dressee’s name and res- 
idence.

In cases of doubt senders should consult post- 
office officers ‘for information, th y lessening
